In further acknowledgement of your favor of the 4th inst., and the communication of the 
Ist inst., from the Superintendent of the U.S. Mint, we have now to say, that for driving the draw 
benches previous to the alteration, the belt came up vertically from the floor below which would 
permit very considerable variation of alignment without affecting the running of the belt, the 
proposed arrangement required us to give a clear headway of at least 7 ft. 6 inches below the 
shafting, which was to drive the draw benches, which diminished the length of vertical belt at 
least that much, this was so large a percentage of the whole as to materially affect its capacity for 
driving out of line satisfactorily. The new work was arranged to carry belts 7 in. wide, which is 
the maximum limit of the pulleys on the machines, that is all we could be required to do under 
the contract, and when we have altered the carrying pulleys, to facilitate the shifting of the belts 
we conceive that we have complied with all the requirements of the contract, in other words, we 
cannot rightfully be required to make such a change as would be necessary to accommodate an 
increased width of belt.
